a Free Port for the; Dominion on the 
‘Pacific, we hazard nothing. Nota 
voice is now raised against it. When | 
the new’ political dogma was first | 
enunciated in these columns, our local 
denounced it as = 
heresy in-the morning, and looked | 
askance at.it in the evening. Now, 
_ both morning and evenitig, be is found | 
“advocating it with as much apparent 
unction as though he had “ always 
As- 
suming this much, let us now proceed 
‘to considor. what actian. bo 
taken, with a view to bringing this 
-popular theory under the direct notice 
of those whose consent is so essential 
to -its attainment. ‘There can be no 
doubt that the appointment of Mr, 
Musgrave, at this particular juncture, 
cannot. be viewed as_ an inauspicious 
event by the friends-of Confederation ; 
nor would it appear to ‘be too much 
‘to presume that a facile means of 
negotiation will thus be presented. 
But, however strongly predisposed to 
Confederation the new Governor may 
be, it is only fair to him and to our- 
selves, that some «proper understand- 
ing and basis of concerted action 
should be arrived at by the people, 
before making any official representa- 
tion upen the subject.
